THE .GAME, OF FIFTY. 


The game of fifty may: be played by two, three or four persons, the winner being the one to first get his 
five pieces, each counting ten, in the large square in the centre of the board. 
Each player must be provided with a dice box and two dice, and each in turn is entitled to enter one 
piece at a time on the square marked “enter,” Then, as the dice may count, move forward, each square 
counting one, The following player may then-enter and proceed in the same way, and so. on, until each 
player has his five pieces on the board, The five pieces belonging to each player must be entered before 
any of the pieces of one color may move forward beyond the point reached on first entering the board. 
The aim is to take up the Opponent color. whenever possible, The dice count may be used separately 
for two separate pleces, or counted together in moving one piece. Should the count bring 2 player to a 
squaré on. which his opponent's piece is placed this piece is taken up and must start the journey again, en- 
tering and moving forward as before.
